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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure 
which is not enabling. The phrase ft automatic consumer-operated laundering apparatus" is critical 
or essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the 
disclosure. See/« reMayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

3. As these terms are essential to the applicant's arguments, the applicant's arguments are 
considered moot and previous rejections are maintained . 

4. In an attempt to address these new matter limitations the following new rejections are 
added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Flynn et al (US 
5,962,390). 

7. Flynn teaches dry cleaning processes which use various fluorinated ether compounds in 
industrial dry cleaning processes (see col. 3, lines 17-56) which also meets the limitations of the 
properties required for the working fluid. Flynn also teaches various additives (see cols. 10-1 1).
